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Inter view/racing's link to the future 

with Jim Mango 


Question: More money for purses. Ad¬ 
ditional revenue for bonuses to breeders, 
owners and stallion owners. Suddenly, 
Maryland's race track management is start¬ 
ing to talk about good things to come. 
What's behind the predicted upswing? 

Answer: In a word, commingling. 

Since Laurel and Pimlico started 
commingled wagering with out-of- 
state simulcast locations early last sum¬ 
mer, the whole thing has really taken 
off. Maryland tracks have become a 
leader in this field. Right now. Laurel is 
commingling wagering pools with nine 
locations, from Atlantic City to Las 
Vegas to Les Bois Park. And we could 
add more. If everything works out ac¬ 
cording to schedule, this could boost 
Maryland's purse account by at least 
$1.25 million a year. 

Q; Could you explain how commingling 
works? 

A: Commingling takes simulcasting 
one step further. Maryland tracks si¬ 
mulcast races to many out-of-state loca¬ 
tions. Many, but not all, of those places 
also commingle their mutuel pools 
with the Maryland tracks. Commin¬ 
gling occurs when the mutuel pools at 
Maryland and out-of-state receiving lo¬ 
cations are combined for the purpose of 
determining a payout. 

For example, Atlantic City might 
handle $10,000 on a simulcast of one of 
Laurel's races. Laurel's on-track handle 
for that same race could be $120,000. 
The two amounts would be combined, 
as if they were actually wagered in the 
same location, and the odds would be 
calculated on the $130,000. The odds 
and payout would be exactly the same 
at both places. 

It might sound like an abstract math¬ 
ematical exercise, but the results are 
quite practical. All of a sudden, the si¬ 
mulcast becomes a much more attrac¬ 
tive betting proposition. If someone 
places a big bet at the simulcast location 
in a small wagering pool, the odds drop 
to almost nothing, offering almost no 
return. When a wager at the simulcast 
location is merged into a large pool, 
there is much less fluctuation in the 
odds. 


Because commingled pools offer 
such incentives to big gamblers, the 
mutuel handle on these races tends to 
be much higher. 

Q: How is the revenue divided between 
the sending track and the simulcast loca¬ 
tion? 

A: The other places pay us a fee 
(usually varying between 2 V 2 and 6 
percent of the handle) to receive our 
races. We make deals with out-of-state 
race tracks and simulcast facilities on a 
case-by-case basis, and it's a highly 
competitive aspect of the business. 
There's a lot of competition among oth¬ 
er race tracks wanting to sell their races. 

How does one track gain an edge? 
We've been very aggressive in market¬ 
ing our product. 

One of the ways Maryland has for¬ 
ged ahead is by being price-competi¬ 
tive. Service is another—we're very ser¬ 
vice-oriented, and that's not something 
that a lot of other tracks have gotten 
into. And we offer a quality product. 
Nationally, our caliber of racing com¬ 
pares favorably with most tracks. 
Maryland also races year-round, so it's 
a dependable product as well. 

Q: You see this expanding more and 
more? 

A: As long as we maintain the quali¬ 
ty of our product. Most important of 
all, there need to be decent field sizes. 
Small fields won't make our product 
appealing, no matter how good the 
horses are. We can't keep running five- 
horse fields without destroying our en¬ 
tire sport. 

The bettor needs options. From a 
gambler's point-of-view, there needs to 
be an opportunity to handicap a full 
field. He doesn't want to go into a race 
trying to figure out how to beat the fa¬ 
vorite. 

Fewer options to gamble on the 
races is one of the reasons we're seeing 
a growth in slot machines, and casino 
gambling, etc. 

Simulcasting, used in conjunction 
with live racing, can provide options. 

What does this mean for the future? 
Just my own guess, but ten years down 
the road I could see every track in the 



East, with the exception of New York 
and maybe even including New York, 
running the same program every day. 
We might have seven live races at Lau¬ 
rel, along with seven simulcasts from 
Monmouth, seven simulcasts from 
Philadelphia Park, seven simulcasts 
from New York. 

Q; So you are an optimistic about the 
future of racing? 

A: You bet. This is where racing had 
to go. Thank God we're finally getting 
there. We're not seeing the end, we're 
at the beginning of something good. 

All these years, horsemen have com¬ 
plained that too many owners were los¬ 
ing money in the business. That's be¬ 
cause there's been too much live racing, 
too many horses. Then along came the 
changes in the tax system, and the 
numbers of horses went down. When it 
all finally settles out, we'll enter an era 
of higher profitability. There won't be 
as many horses competing, but there 
will be more purse money available per 
horse. 

As for the people who are earning 
their livings in the business, my sense 
is that many more of them will be on the 
upside, than the downside. The ones 
who were barely making it stand to 
gain the most. 

Higher purses per horse will almost 
certainly be a good thing for the busi¬ 
ness. Fewer race tracks will be good. 
And more joint efforts between the 
states and racing jurisdictions will also 
strengthen the industry.

The United States Equestrian Team 
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Jeanne Begg dances along 
with three stakes winners

Xo be listed as the breeder of three current stakes 
winners—one of whom set a new track record—would 
be a sensational achievement for almost any horse 
breeding operation. 

For a super-small establishment, like that of Jeanne 
Begg, it defies all odds. 

Mrs. Begg, who has only two broodmares at her 
Roedown Farm near Davidsonville (Md.), has watched 
in delight over the last three years as Fighting Notion, 
a horse she bred and sold as a 2-year-old for $25,000, 
has won three stakes and earned $191,294. The son of 
Fighting Fit lived up to his name in the 1990 Preakness, 
finishing a creditable fifth behind Summer Squall, and 
last summer established a new six-furlong mark (1:08) 
in Laurel's Housebuster Handicap. 

Then there are the classy half-sisters Silver Tango 
and Sentimental Tango. Daughters of Mrs. Begg's 
homebred Princely Pleasure mare Royal Tango, each of 
them was sold for a song as a yearling. 

Silver Tango, a 4-year-old by Silver Badge, has won 
eight stakes and earned $303,745. Showing evidence 
of even greater talent. Sentimental Tango (by Senti¬ 
mental Slew) became the first Maryland-bred 2-year- 
old filly stakes winner of 1992 with her victory in the 
Smart Angle Stakes (see stakes write-up on page 24). 

But out-of-the-ordinary accomplishments are noth¬ 
ing new for Jeanne (who goes by the name Janie) Begg. 

Sitting in the living room of her elegant home, sip¬ 
ping coffee from a flowered porcelain cup, she is 
charming and down-to-earth. You might not guess 
that Mrs. Begg: 

—was raised in a castle 

—was knighted by the queen of her native Holland 
for her service to her country during World War II 

—holds both bachelor's and master's degrees from 
Oxford University 

—was the first woman ever to work as a press 
photographer for the Hearst newspaper syndicate 

October 1992 


—served as assistant editor of the New York Daily 
News, where she also became the first woman to write 
a syndicated column for Hearst publications under her 
own byline (she wrote under her maiden name, Jeanne 
van den Bosch) 

—was a finalist at the Forest Hills tennis tourna¬ 
ment; captain of the women's tennis team at Oxford; 
and won state tennis championships in Maine and 
Florida 

—for some 40 years ran her own international real 
estate firm and is still involved in the business, her 
current listings including a chateau in France, an is¬ 
land in Argentina, a hotel in Switzerland 

And that doesn't even touch on the career high¬ 
lights of Mr. Begg, the late John Murray Begg, who 
died in 1985 with an Oscar to his credit (as one of the 
pioneers of the motion picture industry). 

There's even an unusual story behind the couple's 
decision to settle in Maryland at the end of World War 
II. As an executive at the State Department (chief of the 
Internal Information Division for Press, Radio and Mo¬ 
tion Pictures), Mr. Begg would be working in Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. "It was either Maryland or Virginia," he ex¬ 
plained years ago in a MARYLAND HORSE interview. 
"Since driving to the State Department from Virginia 
would have meant heading into the sun both in the 
morning and at night, I decided it would be better to 
live in Maryland." 

So the Beggs bought Roedown, a dilapidated colo¬ 
nial-era property that "had been on the market since 
the Civil War." 

Under their loving care, the Georgian-style house 
was restored into a virtual museum. And the farm 
became a working model of productivity. Mr. and Mrs 
Begg tilled the soil themselves—"not because we had 
to but because we wanted to learn the farming busi¬ 
ness. We figured the only way to learn was to do it 
yourself. We wanted to know as much as the people 
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A brief history 
of Roedown 

The property was originally part of a grant of 
over 2,000 acres, made by Lord Baltimore in 1668 
to George Yate, in return for having brought to 
Maryland from England two shiploads of inden¬ 
tured servants—in the sloops Nightingale of 
Kent and Primrose of Newcastle. 

In 1670, according to the records, "a parcell" of 
this land, known as Roedown, "containing and 
laid out for eight hundred acres more or less" was 
sold to "Thomas Taylour, his heirs and assigns for 
ever." 

In 1742 the property was bought by the Rev. 
William Brogden, who was rector of All Hallows 
Church from 1739 to 1751, and who was also a 
member of the ancient South River Club. He built 
the present early Georgian brick house. 

At the beginning of the 19th Century Jerome 
Bonaparte reputedly spent at Roedown part of 
his honeymoon with his wife, the former Betsy 
Patterson of Baltimore. The marble bust in the 
Roedown garden is of Jerome. It was presented to 
the Beggs by a descendant of the Bonaparte fami- 

•y- 

During the Civil War it is said that the Brogden 
family, living at Roedown, became divided in 
their allegiance, three sons fighting for the 
South, and one for the North. 

After the Civil War the Roedown property de¬ 
teriorated, until 1945, when Mr. and Mrs. John 
M. Begg bought the property and restored both 
the house and the farmland. 


working for us." Their efforts earned them a Soil Con¬ 
servation citation. 

The Beggs' handiwork is admired by thousands of 
people every spring, Roedown having served as the 
site of the Marlborough hunt races since 1974. 

Horse racing was something they took up relatively 
late in life but, like most of the Beggs' interests, it is 
connected with some colorful tales. Maybe Jeanne van 
den Bosch Begg wouldn't be such an avid horsewoman 
today if the situation had been different in the castle 
many, many years ago. 

If there hadn't been that messy affair involving her 
mother—the Baroness van Hardenbroek, a direct de¬ 
scendant of Holland's first king. The Baroness fell in 
love with a British flier interned in their castle during 
World War I, and the scandal created an international 
furor, even becoming the basis for a novel. The Foun¬ 
tain, by Charles Morgan. 

Mrs. Begg, 4 years old at the time, was brought up 
by her father, to whom she grew quite close. "He was a 
horseman," says Mrs. Begg. "So I've loved horses from 
an early age." Educated at Rosemary Hall in Green¬ 
wich, Conn.; Holton Arms in Washington, D.C.; vari¬ 
ous schools in Switzerland, France (the Sorbonne), 
Spain and England; and at Oxford, she got caught up 
in other interests. 

The spark was ignited in 1971, when the late Fendall 
Clagett, a prominent horseman and neighbor of the 
Beggs, offered Mrs. Begg a half-interest in a 5-year-old 
race mare. Mrs. Begg paid $3,400 for a share of the 
mare, whose name was Pochette. Getting into the 
game was easy; the tricky part was telling her hus¬ 
band. 

"I decided I'd await the appropriate moment to 
spring it on him," says Mrs. Begg. "One day Fendall 
called and told me to bring John to the races. He said 
Pochette would win that afternoon, and that while we 
were in the winner's circle I could tell him that I owned 
half of the horse. 

"So I did what Fendall suggested. I pointed the 
mare out to John in the paddock and asked him what 
he thought of Fendall's new horse. He said: 'She looks 
puny. All skin and bones.' 

"Well, I thought, just wait until the race is run. Then 
you'll like her. 

"So they ran the race and Pochette finished last. 
Obviously that was not the time to tell him. 

"I had to wait more than a year for my next oppor¬ 
tunity. In the spring we bred Pochette, and the follow¬ 
ing year she foaled a filly (named Shy Jeanne). One 
Sunday I took John over to Larking Hill to see the mare 
and foal. 

" 'Don't you just love that foal?' I asked him. 'Yes, 
she's cute,' he replied. 

" 'Wouldn't you love to own her?' I asked. 'Yes,' he 
said, 'that would be fun.' 
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Lynn Brooker, who has managed the horse operation at 
Roedown for some 15 years, foaled and raised both 
stakes-winning daughters of Royal Tango, above. Below, 
Silver Tango is shown winning the 1991 Politely Stakes. 

'That was all the encouragement I needed. I knew 
the moment had arrived. I smiled and said, 'Guess 
what, dear, you already do own her.' " 

Two years later. Pochette produced Runette, a filly 
(by Run Fool Run) who won the Free State Stakes and 
placed third in the Virginia Belle Stakes for the Beggs, 
earning $126,476. 

Horse racing became one of the Beggs's favorite pas¬ 
times. 

They experienced more thrills when Amerrico, a 
horse they owned a one-third interest in with Hal 
Clagett, won the 1976 Sport Page Handicap and fin¬ 
ished third in the Carter, Roseben and Phoenix Hand¬ 
icaps. 

And in the early 1980s, they campaigned two good 
jumpers in England, the New Zealand-breds Royal 
Mail and Royal Stuart. The Beggs were thrust into the 
international racing limelight when both horses start¬ 
ed in the 1982 English Grand National (neither com¬ 
pleted the course).

Royal Mail, the better of the two, distinguished him¬ 
self with a victory in the Whitbread Gold Cup, a sec¬ 
ond in the Cheltenham Gold Cup and third in the 
Grand National. Although he didn't have any major 
wins. Royal Stuart registered a second in the Hennessy 
Gold Cup and fourth in the Grand National. 

"We had great fun with those two, watching them 
run," says Mrs. Begg. 

The broodmare population at Roedown also 
swelled, although Mr. and Mrs. Begg never expended 
huge amounts of money on their horses. Typical of 
their operation was a Cyane mare. Tango in Paris, 
whom they purchased privately from Eddie Gaudet in 
the mid-1970s for a modest amount. The mare turned 
out to be a solid producer, delivering eight foals and 
seven winners. 

Her fourth foal. Royal Tango (by Florida-based sire 
Princely Pleasure), might have been stakes caliber. But 
she broke down with torn suspensories in both hind 
legs after winning three races (a maiden special and 
two allowance events) at Pimlico early in her 3-year-old 
season. What was left unfulfilled on the race track has 
been made up in the broodmare barn. Royal Tango's 
five foals to race are all winners. And two are gems. 

Remarkably, the two stakes winners. Silver Tango 
and Sentimental Tango, were both purchased as year- 
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lings by Upper Marlboro (Md.)-based owner Phil Cap- 
uano, and are trained by Capuano's son Gary. Silver 
Tango attracted Phil Capuano's attention because his 
family's big horse Silano (an eight-time stakes winner 
of $693,524) was also sired by Silver Badge. 

When Silver Tango failed to meet her reserve at the 
Timonium 2-year-olds in training sale, Capuano 
bought her privately from Mrs. Begg for $3,800. Last 
year, he got Sentimental Tango through the auction 
ring for $4,800. 

Silver Tango races in the name of Phil Capuano's 
wife Connie; Sentimental Tango is owned by one of 
Gary Capuano's clients, Gerald Dickens, of Washing¬ 
ton, D.C. 

Mrs. Begg, who sells all of her young horses, having 
given up her racing stable several years ago, is as awed 
as anyone by the Capuanos's success with those two 
fillies. She's also pinning more hopes on Royal Tango, 
who at 12 could have many good years still ahead. 
Barren for 1991, Royal Tango is an "every other year 
mare." She had a Silver Badge colt at Roedown last 
spring but is not in foal for next season. 

Fighting Notion, Mrs. Begg's other recent claim to 
fame, is less deeply intertwined with Roedown. Mrs. 
Begg bought Fighting Notion's dam. The Way We Were 
(by Avatar), for $52,000 at the 1986 Fasig-Tipton Ken¬ 
tucky November sale. Fighting Notion was foaled the 
following spring. Mrs. Begg got two more foals from 
the mare before selling her privately to Gainesway 
Farm in the fall of 1989. 

Thanks to the achievements of Fighting Notion, 
who campaigns for Herbert and Arlene Kushner, of 
Rockville (Md.), Mrs. Begg got $40,000—third highest 
price at the 1990 Eastern Fall Yearling sale—for the 
colt's half-sister by Sportin' Life. Purchased by the 
Kushners, that filly, named Sportin' Notion, has not 
raced. 

For the last several years, since the downturn in the 
breeding market, Mrs. Begg has been cutting back on 
the number of horses she owns. But Roedown's horse 
operation, managed for some 15 years by Lynn 
Brooker, is as active now as it's ever been. There are 23 
horses on the farm, most belonging to outside clients. 

Ms. Brooker foals mares, breaks yearlings and pro¬ 
vides R&R for boarders, her list of customers including 
some who have been sending horses there for many 
years. "It works extremely well," says Mrs. Begg, 
whose only other broodmare. Just Gorgeous (by 
Princely Pleasure), had a Norquestor colt last spring 
and is back in foal to Allen's Prospect. "It's nice to look 
out and see horses in the fields. I feel very happy with 
the way it all operates—it's just the right size." 

Gazing out over the picturesque Southern Mary¬ 
land countryside, Mrs. Begg hopes to draw inspiration 
for her next project. "A novel," she says. "That seems 
like a great thing to do in my later years." □

Timonium renovations 

Would the Maryland State Fair be 
better off moving to a new location? 
Should its role as Maryland's last re¬ 
maining half-mile Thoroughbred track 
be abandoned? 

Those were the questions submitted 
to an eight-member planning commit¬ 
tee appointed by Maryland State Fair 
and Agricultural Society president F. 
Grove Miller in the summer of 1990. 
Economic Research Associates was also 
retained to study the long-range plan. 

Based on the committee's report, the 
Maryland State Fair and Agricultural 
Society's board of directors has unani¬ 
mously approved the following plan: 

■ The fair will remain at its present 
location in Timonium. 

■ Horse racing will continue during 
the ten days of the State Fair. 

■ A $4.5-million improvement plan 
is underway. 


Improvements are being made over 
a seven-year period. Air-conditioning 
in the Exhibition Hall has already been 
installed, and heating will soon be add¬ 
ed to the Cow Palace. The balance of 
the project, which will be completed as 
long as economically feasible, includes 
a new roof and renovations to the 
grandstand, an addition to the 4H/ 
Home Arts Building and general land¬ 
scaping and beautification at the light 
rail entrance. 

"The renovations will enable the 
State Fairgrounds to continue to pro¬ 
vide citizens of Maryland and sur¬ 
rounding states with attractive and up- 
to-date facilities for agricultural events, 
trade shows, non-profit exhibitions, 
horse racing and more," said Miller.

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One of owner Phil Capuano's all-time best buys was the 
4-year-old filly Silver Tango (by Silver Badge), whom he pur¬ 
chased privately as a 2-year-old for $3,800. Silver Tango, who 
races in the name of Capuano's wife Connie, and is trained 
by their son Gary, has won seven stakes and earned 
$271,945. 

When Silver Tango's half-sister Sentimental Tango (by 
Sentimental Slew) went through the ring at last year's Eastern 
Fall Yearling sale, Capuano had to reach deeper into his 
pockets. He paid $4,800 for the second filly, and gave her to 
Gary. 

"She's a crooked thing; we weren't even sure she'd 
stand training," says Gary Capuano. Gary originally 
planned to re-sell Sentimental Tango in the spring 2-year- 
olds in training sale. But he changed his mind after he began 
to get some idea of her ability. "1 figured her looks would 
keep her from bringing much, but if she stayed sound she 
had real potential." 

Instead, Gary offered her to his client Gerald Dickens. "I 
warned him it would be a gamble. But I told him if this filly 
stayed sound, she'd be better than Silver Tango." 

The best predictions came true when Sentimental Tango 
scored by a half-length in the Smart Angle Stakes. It was her 
third victory in five starts, her earlier wins having come in a 
maiden special on July 4, and an allowance race on July 17. 

The 27-10 favorite. Sentimental Tango outgamed 
pacesetter Carnirainbow, who prevailed by a nose over Ten¬ 
nis Lady. Completing the field were Hello Hanne, Prosper¬ 
ous Lady, Icy Warning, Forgottenvalentine and Golden 
Glover. 

Sentimental Tango is the first stakes winner for Dickens, 
who owns a cleaning firm in Washington, D.C., and has had 
horses with Gary Capuano for about three years. She is the 
second stakes winner trained by Gary Capuano, who hoped 
to bring Silver Tango back from a rest to compete on Mary¬ 
land Million Day.

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Major sport horse center 
comes to Cedi County

Appearances can be deceiving, warns Scott Hass- 
ler, manager of Hilltop Farm, a new, state-of-the-art 
equestrian center in Colora, Md. 

Just because the training complex rises up out of the 
landscape like a fairy tale castle—overlooking a large 
dressage arena, close to the Olympic-sized swimming 
pool and tennis courts, surrounded by more than 500 
acres of woods and fields, doesn't mean it's fancy-(an- 
cy 

"It was put here for everyone to enjoy," says Has- 
sler, a 25-year-old championship dressage rider who 
was instrumental in the design and construction of 
what is rapidly developing into one of the most ex¬ 
traordinary sport horse facilities in the United States. 

Hilltop Farm, Inc., owned by Jane MacElree, of 
Newtown Square, Pa., is, if anything, more impressive 
than it appears at first sight. Students come from all 
over the world to improve their dressage skills. Visitors 


also attend lectures at the conference center, which 
seats as many as 300 people; stay overnight in the 
farm's bed and breakfast; consult the resident breeding 
selection service; and book mares to Hilltop's three 
Warmblood stallions. 

The underlying purpose, as Hassler explains it, is to 
share knowledge. "Everything is focused on educa¬ 
tion," he says. "That's our guiding philosophy. And we 
treat everyone here like family." 

How did such a place come to exist? 

They didn't start out with a grand design, say Mac¬ 
Elree and Hassler. A native of Cohasset, Mass., Mrs. 
MacElree grew up around horses, her mother Jessie 
Cox being an equitation and hackney driving judge. 
But it wasn't until her daughter Ann started taking 
riding lessons at Scott Hassler's parents' farm that her 
life became focused in this direction. 

















"Children and young adults who loved horses 
would come to live with us," says Hassler, who grew 
up in the small town of Quarryville. Pa., some 20 miles 
from Hilltop Farm. Scott's mother Jill Hassler is an avid 
horsewoman and his family is well-known in the area. 
His father, George Hassler, is co-owner of a shopping 
center, F & H, in southern Pennsylvania. 

Ann Hill, then 16, was welcomed into that gregari¬ 
ous, close-knit community in 1982, and the MacElrees 
and Hasslers became good friends. 

Scott, who has won national championships in 
dressage every year since 1983, except for three sea¬ 
sons he spent in Europe, was riding for a breed asso¬ 
ciation at the time. But complications arose, necessitat¬ 
ing that the horses, who were stallions, be sold. 

"I tried to get a syndicate together to buy them," 
recalls Scott. "Ann's mother helped, as a favor to the 
family. Then she decided to buy the horses herself. She 
got more and more involved with horses after that, and 
it became lots of fun for her, and for us." 

In 1988, Mrs. MacElree made it possible for Scott to 
continue his training in Europe. "There was no plan 
for me to stay a set period of time," he says. "After a 
year with Herbert Rehbein, near Hamburg, Germany, I 
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became very interested in the breeding phase of the 
sport. It was incredibly pleasurable being around 
breeders of Warmbloods, and seeing the thrill they felt 
when the horses did well. 

"I had always been fond of horses; it was hard for 
me to market them, and part with them. To ride horses 
and also raise and ride their offspring seemed like the 
ultimate. And I already had the stallions. So I started 
looking around for mares. Jane bought some good 
mares, and sent them back to my parents." 

With that sudden influx of horses, Jane and her hus¬ 
band Larry, together with Scott's mother Jill, started 
looking around for a larger farm. They were looking for 
a moderate-sized property, with about 100 acres. "In 
the middle of the night, in Germany, I got a call from 
my mother," recalls Scott. "She was tremendously ex¬ 
cited. She had just found this farm, which they all 
agreed had all kinds of potential. Jane and her hus¬ 
band Larry had come out, and they'd all had a picnic 
on the new place. 

"So I flew over, and we all got together. We decided 
it was an incredible opportunity, but it would obvi¬ 
ously be a big project. Then we thought about the phi¬ 
losophy of what we wanted to create. From a personal 
standpoint, I had been fortunate as a young rider to 
have great opportunity, and great support. Many 
young people are not so fortunate. I wanted to give 
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something back. Jane felt the same way I did. And that 
basic view has never changed. We offer education, in 
many forms and many different ways." 

Then known as Hilltop Ranch, the farm had been 
used as a religious retreat and sports camp. It was 
owned by the Morning Cheer Corporation. 

MacElree and Hassler began applying their vision in 
June, 1990, and the changes are still taking place. 

Many of the farm's existing structures, including 
eight houses (seven occupied by staff members and 
the other a bed and breakfast) are being renovated for 
current use. An eight-stall barn with a 66 by 90-foot 
indoor ring is used for breaking young horses, and 
another remodeled 12-stall structure serves for brood¬ 
mares. 

Seven cabins, originally built for the camp, are be¬ 
ing made into private guest quarters. The conference 
center, which once served the retreat, is available to 
outside groups for hosting programs on "anything to 
do with the horse business—dentistry, lameness, 
etc.," says Hassler, describing how Hilltop is almost 
ideally set up for such purposes. The indoor arena can 
be used for hands-on demonstrations and practice, fol¬ 
lowing lectures. Plus the farm's location, just north of 
the Susquehanna River and easily accessible to 1-95, 
makes it a convenient gathering place.

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The farm's most dazzling feature, however, is the 
new training complex, around which the other build¬ 
ings are centered. Step through the main entrance, 
and you enter a two-story octagonal atrium that 
reaches 42 feet into the sky. 

Everywhere you look inside the building, there are 
striking details, both aesthetic and functional. The 
lower walls were constructed from fieldstone "col¬ 
lected right from this area," says Hassler. "We had a 
barbecue, and everyone came out and picked up 
stones." 

Floors in the central area and aisleways are a type of 
interlocking rubber brick manufactured by Equine 
Safety Systems. The two-inch thick material is made 
from recycled tires, and has a gentle amount of give 
under foot, is non-slippery, quiet, and absorbent. "I 
can't say enough good things about it," says Hassler. 

Larger tiles made of the same material are a safety 
feature lining the walls of five stalls that are used for 
tacking up, washing, and routine farrier and veteri¬ 
nary care. 

Aisles branch off in four directions from the atrium. 
At the end of one is a 220 by 74-foot glass-enclosed 
indoor arena. Hassler's dream design come true, it is a 
working wonder. A glassed-in observation deck over¬ 
looks the arena, with a microphone system linking the 
two spaces. "This allows the teacher and student pri¬ 
vacy," explains Hassler. "But spectators have no trou¬ 
ble following what's going on." 

Rounded corners, six-foot high kickboards, and an 
exhaust fan system in the cupola are among the many 
safety and health features. Footing consists of fine 
wood shavings that are kept moist. Here, and through¬ 
out the complex, soft music plays over a stereo system 
that is also used for an intercom. 

Like the rest of the farm, the training complex, 
which has 36 stalls, was not constructed following an

exact blueprint. ''We proceeded piece by piece, and 
when we weren't sure of where it was going, we 
stopped and got advice," says Hassler. Dick Risk, 
whose Risk Construction Company is based in Quar- 
ryville, served as general contractor. Risk was already 
a member of Hassler's extended family through the 
marriage of one of his sons, and building the family 
stores for the Hasslers. "Having someone like that 
close to the project worked well," says Scott. 

Elvin Engle, of Lancaster, Pa., was the architect. 
"He took our ideas and did a great job of putting them 
into technical form," adds Hassler. "Then there were 
many outside people who contributed advice. I called 
on a lot of professionals, some of whom are still in¬ 
volved. 

"Paul Loomis, who operates Select Breeders' Ser¬ 
vices, Inc., is a prime example. He contributed advice, 
then he got really involved, and now he runs his busi¬ 
ness from the farm. Select Breeders' Services provides 
reproductive consulting and management, and spe¬ 
cializes in semen freezing and distribution. 

"It's been great having him here. Now I have anoth¬ 
er opinion to help make decisions with the same out¬ 
look for the farm." 

Some 70 horses are now on the grounds, with about 
half of those owned by Hilltop. Scott manages the 


training division, while his wife Susanne manages the 
breeding division, including 12 resident broodmares. 
A talented dressage trainer, Susanne had dated Scott 
for some eight years. But both her career and marriage 
are new. The Hasslers' wedding last year was, in fact, 
the first large event ever held on the farm. 

Under Susanne's supervision are the three stallions: 
Cabaret, a 12-year-old, 17-hand Holsteiner who is a 
proven dressage performer and full brother to champi¬ 
on Corlandus; Parabol, a 16.2-hand Westphalian who 
at 9 has several dressage championships to his credit; 
and the young horse Cor Noir, a 5-year-old 17.3-hand 
black Holsteiner by Cabaret's famous sire Cor de la 
Bryere. 

Hilltop's stallions were chosen for both riding and 
breeding, explains Hassler. "And so far it has worked 
out very well." Cabaret (stud fee $2,000) and Parabol 
(stud fee $1,800) each attracted more than 20 mares 
this year. 

All of the breeding is done by artificial insemina¬ 
tion, with outside mares coming to the farm only if 
there is some problem that can be better dealt with 
there. Fresh semen is available from April 1 through 
mid-August, explained Hassler, but frozen semen can 
be sent during the off-season. "Frozen semen allows 
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US great flexibility. If one of the stallions gets hurt, we 
have enough frozen semen to cover all the breeding 
contracts." 

Hassler stresses quality over quantity in breeding. 
"Increasing the numbers (using the stallions to im¬ 
pregnate many mares) only increases the headaches," 
he says. "We're honest. We've sent mares away, when 
we knew they didn't fit our stallions. Our goal is to 
bring the quality higher and higher. For us, it's more 
than a business. There is the pleasure of producing a 
good foal." 

Hilltop's first foal crop, numbering nine, arrived 
this year. "We were extremely pleased with the quali¬ 
ty," says Hassler. About half of the foals are out of 
Warmblood mares, and the others are from Thorough¬ 
breds. An egalitarian on the subject of breeds, Scott 
comments: "I love good horses. Almost every major 
breed of sport horse is represented on the farm. But I 
do have a special dream—that is one day to take a 
purebred American stallion and train and ride him to 
the Grand Prix level." 

On the training side of the farm, lessons are offered 
at four levels, from basic to grand prix. "We have four 
instructors, one for each level," explains Scott. "We 
have a lot of young students, from this area, who ride 
school horses. But we also have many advanced riders 
who come and stay for three or four days, for spe¬ 


cialized instruction. When they go back home, they 
can continue to call us for advice, and send us videos to 
critique. Our aim with these people is self-instruction. 
We don't want them to depend on us. They come here 
to watch and learn, so they can put the techniques into 
practice on their own." 

In addition to a permanent staff of 18, Hilltop has 
many working students. "An international atmo¬ 
sphere was one of our goals, and we have that," says 
Scott. "We've had working students from all over the 
world—Austria, France, Sweden, the U.S., and even 
Australia. The program is evolving slowly, but we're 
delighted with the direction it's taking." 

Hassler's goal in life is "not to be an Olympian, but 
to be as good a horseman as I can be." He has been 
totally absorbed with horses since the age of 12. "I 
never went to college. And I was the most horse-ori¬ 
ented, career-oriented kid you ever met in high school 
(Solanco High, in southern Lancaster County, Pa.). I 
never saw a football game, didn't go to my senior prom 
or to my own graduation. I was at a horse show," says 
Scott, whose sister Patti Hassler was a successful three- 
day event rider, but has since given up horses to be¬ 
come a producer with the "60 Minutes" television 
show in New York City. 

"Now all the disciplines are coming together, and it's 
the greatest sense of satisfaction you can imagine." □

From here to Barcelona: 
the Mid-Atlantic odyssey

Mid -Atlantic-based riders and horses did their 
part in the 1992 Olympics at Barcelona, Spain, July 27 
through August 9. 

Of the 12 riders representing the United States, five 
came from the Mid-Atlantic region. 


Dressage 

Among the stars was Robert Dover, of Lebanon, 
N.J., a member of the bronze medal-winning dressage 
team. It had been 16 years since the U.S. brought home 
a medal in dressage, so it was the fulfillment of many 
dreams for Dover and teammates Carol Lavell, of Fair¬ 
fax, Vt., Michael Poulin, of Fairfield, Me., and Char¬ 
lotte Bredahl, of Solvang, Calif. 

Ironically, Dover's moment in the Barcelona sun 
came close to being a disaster. He and Lectron, a bril¬ 
liant, 16.3-hand, 10-year-old Danish Warmblood stal¬ 
lion owned by Mary Anne and Melinda McPhail, en¬ 
tered the ring in preparation for the Grand Prix team 
test looking spectacular. Dover warmed up Lectron, 
who is still in his first season of Grand Prix, with su¬ 
perb extensions and some brilliant passage and piaffe. 
They were ready for the test. 

When the bell rang, they entered and headed down 
the centerline for Lectron's first halt. At that point, 
Lectron got his tongue over the bit. "This is a problem 
which had never happened to us before, and will prob¬ 
ably never happen again," said Dover. "Unfortunately 
it happened at the Olympics. From the halt to the very 
last halt and salute, he couldn't find his way clear of 
that." 

The rider's challenge became even more demand¬ 
ing. Dover knew at least one point would be taken off of 
each movement because Lectron would be penalized 
for not accepting the bit. "At that point I rode by the 
seat of my pants, literally, meaning I rode with my seat 
and my legs and tried to keep minimal contact with his 
mouth." 

Perseverance paid off. "Luckily the animal is so tal¬ 
ented and so good mentally that he went through and 
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made very few errors," said Dover, whose 1507 score, 
under those circumstances, was creditable. 

That Dover competed at all in the 1992 Olympics 
was in fact a tribute to Lectron, and he returned full of 
praise for the horse, who is "still very green." Dover 
had retired from competition following the 1990 World 
Equestrian Games in Stockholm, Sweden. He in¬ 
tended to devote his time to training and teaching. 
Then along came Lectron. The McPhails (Dover's stu¬ 
dents and also the owners of Waltzertakt, Dover's 
mount in the World Equestrian Games) offered Robert 
the opportunity. 

"He has all the talents that a dressage horse is sup¬ 
posed to have," Dover said. "The scope of his gaits, the 
ability to collect and extend to the maximum, and a 
brilliant mind." 

Germany won the gold medal in dressage, and the 
silver medal went to The Netherlands. The Germans 
captured all three individual medals, Nicole Uphoff 
defending her gold medal title on her world champion 
Rembrandt, European champion Isabelle Werth claim¬ 
ing the silver, and Klaus Balkenhol the bronze. Carol 
Lavell, the only American to make it to the individual 
finals, placed sixth on Gifted. 

Show jumping 

In the show jumping arena, Norman Dello Joio, of 
West Palm Beach, Fla., on his 8-year-old chestnut 
Thoroughbred, Irish, brought home the U.S.'s second 
bronze medal. The team, made up mostly of riders 
from the Mid-Atlantic states, just missed a bronze 
medal by one rail.

Dello Joio's teammates were Michael Matz and Lisa 
Jacquin, both from Collegeville, Pa., and Anne Kur- 
sinski, from Flemington, N.J 

Two of the three riders (Lisa Jacquin and Anne Kur- 
sinski) were members of the silver medal Seoul Olym¬ 
pic squad and Michael Matz competed in the 1976 
Olympics. 

Even with their experience, these riders didn't plan 
for the courses, which were different from any they 
had ever jumped. Course designer Nicholas Alvares 
de Boorques created jumps that Kursinski called "very 
flimsy" and Jacquin called "airy." 


"I think the courses have been a little plain. They 
could have stood a little color, and flower arrange¬ 
ments," said Jacquin. 

Added Kursinski: "For a young horse, they were 
spooky because they were funny looking and there 
wasn't much to jump. Some of the less careful horses 
tended to rub them because they weren't so impres¬ 
sive. I've never seen anything like it, ever." 

Kursinski went on to say that the horses had prob¬ 
lems judging the correct distance to these fences, 
which helped explain why some of the top riders from 
various countries had major faults. Tim Grubb, who 
lives in America but is English and was on the team 
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from Great Britain, fell, as did Nick Skelton, another 
Briton, and numerous other well-known performers. 

Kursinski didn't fall, but she still fell victim to the 
courses with her talented but green 9-year-old Hol- 
steiner gelding Cannonball. 

"Cannonball showed his greenness the first day (in 
the Friendly Competition). He hasn't stopped for 
years, and he really dug his toes in." 

Then in the Nations Cup competition. Cannonball 
refused at a triple combination twice and later at a verti¬ 
cal near the end of the course. He was eliminated from 
the first round. In the second round, Kursinski did the 
unbelievable. The determination showed on her face as 
she gave Cannonball the inspiration and confidence to 
believe in himself. He jumped the entire course and 
only accumulated four faults. 

After that, Kursinski opted not to go in any more of 
the competitions. She believes Cannonball will be 
ready for Atlanta in 1996, and it wasn't worth taking 
the chance of killing his spirits in Barcelona. 

Jacquin was riding her 1988 Olympic mount For The 
Moment, an 18-year-old Thoroughbred whose race 
horse background helps him have the agility to jump 
the grand prix fences and the speed to win in the 
jump-off. Jacquin had only four faults in each round of 
the Nations Cup. Her teammate Michael Matz, on his 
14-year-old Oldenburg stallion Heisman, had four 
faults in the first round and was clean in the second 
round. They, along with Norman Dello Joio, made it to 
the individual finals on the last day of the Olympics. 

Although Dello Joio had accumulated the most 
faults going into the individual finals, the 22 riders 
started with a clean slate. In the first of two rounds, 
Jacquin had a refusal and a knock-down for seven 
faults. Dello Joio was clean, and Matz had four faults. 

Things looked good for the American riders. How¬ 
ever, in that final second round, a long selection pro¬ 
cess, the heat and humidity and the flimsy fences 
started catching up with the horses. Both Jacquin and 
Matz had a surprising 12 faults each. Dello Joio only 
had four faults to clinch his bronze medal victory. 

Matz finished tenth in the individual finals, and 
Jacquin was 17th. 

The gold medal in the team competition went to The 
Netherlands. Austria won the silver medal, and 
France the bronze. Individually, Ludger Beerbaum 
(Germany) rode Classic Touch to the gold medal. Piet 
Ray makers won the silver medal on Ratina Z. 

Three-day eventing 

The three-day eventing team of Michael Plumb, 
Hamilton, Mass.; Jil Walton, Mabton, Wash.; Stephen 
Bradley, Middleburg, Va.; and Todd Trewin, Red¬ 
mond, Wash, didn't come home with any medals, but 
considering they were a young team on green horses 
(with the obvious exception of nine-time Olympian 
Plumb) this was not a surprise. 


Stephen Bradley and his 11-year-old, 16.1-hand, 
dark bay American Thoroughbred gelding Sassy Rea¬ 
son were new to Olympic-level competition. 

"The lift you get from the atmosphere is tremen¬ 
dous," said Bradley, who was excited, although disap¬ 
pointed, after finishing 44th in dressage. Bradley had 
made some adjustments in his training schedule after 
becoming part of the United States Equestrian Team. It 
might have been better for his horse if he had stayed 
with his own training program, Bradley speculated. 
"Normally I let him spend some time on the lunge 
line." 

The cross-country phase was more disheartening. 
Fortunately, at the request of the riders, the ground 
jury had shortened the course. The heat and humidity 
in Barcelona were almost unbearable. Adjustments 
were made in the roads and tracks and steeplechase, 
making the cross-country fences the ultimate test. 

Bradley went out on the cross-country run feeling 
confident. Things went well until fence 17—a solid 
fence at the base of a hill, followed by a bridge between 
two water jumps. 

"I got halfway around the course and my horse was 
cooked," explained Bradley. "Coming into that water, 
he was questioning the fence. He didn't understand 
what was ahead of him. He was also tired mentally, 
and I didn't realize that." 

Sassy Reason refused the fence twice and actually 
broke a nailed-in solid side rail. Bradley was surprised. 
"That isn't like Sassy. He's a cat. He's very smart, and 
always on the ball. I've never ridden him tired, and 
here I rode half a 13-minute course on him tired." 

Bradley sensed even before cross-country day that 
"our horses were not fit enough. I was concerned 
about that and when we got there, they weren't." 
When asked what he might have done differently, he 
responded, "I would do the same as I have in the past." 
Again, the change in training schedule had not 
worked for his horse. 

Bradley went into the cross-country with a score of 
65.20. In the cross-country he added 60 penalties for 
his two refusals. That was added to time faults for a 
cross-country total of 193.20. In the stadium they 
knocked down two poles for an additional ten points 
and a final total of 203.20, which placed him 52nd in 
the order. His teammates placed 17th (Jil Walton) and 
48th (Michael Plumb). Trewin was eliminated after his 
horse crossed the finish line exhausted and dehy¬ 
drated. 

Overall, the Americans placed tenth. The Austra¬ 
lians captured the gold medal, the New Zealanders the 
silver, and the Germans the bronze. Australian Mat¬ 
thew Ryan won the individual gold medal, German 
Herbert Blocker took the silver medal and New Zeal¬ 
ander Blyth Tait was the bronze medal winner. □

Carrying 124 pounds 
(between nine and 13 more than each of 
his seven rivals), he sloshed through the 
mud and registered by three and a quarter 
lengths. 

A 5-year-old son of Fappiano—Ruby 
Slippers by Nijinsky II, bred by Third 
Kirsmith Racing Associates, the Centen¬ 
nial Farms colorbearcr has won four out 
of five starts this season. His string of 
1992 stakes wins also includes the Carter 


Handicap-Gl, Tom Fool Stakes-G2 and 
Westchester Handicap-G3. 

■ Wynslew got his first stakes winner 
from his first crop when the 2-year-old 
gelding Slew’s Secret captured the Breed¬ 
ers’ Cup Rascal Stakes at River Downs on 
August 9. Out of the Mr. Leader mare 
Secret Threat, Slew’s Secret is owned and 
bred by North Cliff Farms. 

Eight-year-old Wynslew (Seattle 
Slew—^Seductive II by Shantung), a 
half-brother to stakes winners Super Mo¬ 
ment and Continental Girl, stands at 
North Cliff Farms in Rixeyville. 

■ Joe AJlbritton is back on track with an¬ 
other potential champion. Allbritton, 
who campaigned 1991 Preakness and 
Eclipse award-winner Hansel, bred and 
owns the undefeated 2-ycar-old filly Beal 
Street Blues.

Dixieland Brass, Beal Street Blues deliv¬ 
ered a superb performance in the Del Mar 
Debutante Stakes-G2, on September 5, 
charging from far off the pace to triumph 
by two lengths.

■ Virginia-breds figured prominently at 
the Saratoga Yearling sale. 

The sales-topping filly was a Virginia- 
bred daughter of Private Account—Hot 
Topic by The Minstrel, from the Keswick 
Stables consignment, who brought 
$350,000 on a bid by Darley Stud Man¬ 
agement. 

An Alydar—Fairly Regal by Viceregal 
colt consigned by Rockburn Farm was the 
second highest-priced colt, at $400,000 
paid by Morio Sakurai. 

Peggy Augustus’s Keswick Stables was 
the leading consignor in gross amount, 
selling five for a total of $865,000. Mr. 
and Mrs. Mark Hardin’s Rockburn Farm 
recorded the highest average among con¬ 
signors, averaging $220,000 for two sold. 

Among leading buyers was Joe All- 
brirton’s Lazy Lane Farms, which pur¬ 
chased two colts, by Storm Bird 
($335,000) and Seeking the Gold 
($165,000). 

■ The Virginia-bred filly Fairy Garden 
set a new course record in winning the 
Waya Stakes on August 24 at Saratoga. 


Traveling a mile and three-eighths in 
2:1375, she shaved two-fifths of a second 
off the former mark. It was the first career 
stakes victory for the 4-year-old daughter 
of Lyphard—Possible Mate by King’s 
Bishop. Bred by Edward P. Evans, Fairy 
Garden was sold for $125,000 at the 
1989 Keeneland Fall sale. She has won or 
placed in 8 of 18 starts and earned 
$123,868. 

■ The International Gold Cup will spon¬ 
sor a silent auction of fine equine art Oc¬ 
tober 17, on Members Hill at Great 
Meadow near The Plains. Prexeeds will 
benefit the Equine Rescue League. For 
more information call Pat or Cheryl 
Rogers at (703) 771-1240. 

■ Bert and Diana Firestone’s homebred 
3-year-old Irish River (Fr) colt Paradise 
Creek stepped up in winning the National 
Museum of Racing Hall of Fame Stakes- 
G2 on August 6 at Saratoga. Although 
the mile and an eighth grass stakes was his 
first added-money score. Paradise Creek 
is four-for-four on the turf. His only loss 
in five career starts came in last year’s 
Hopeful Stakes-GI, in which he was a 
well-beaten fourth behind Salt Lake. 

New Jersey 

W hen Tank’s Number circled wide 
entering the stretch and prevailed 
in a hard drive in Saratoga’s Upset Stakes, 
another lcK)p was added to the long string 
of successes achieved by Christine Con¬ 
nelly’s Bright View Farm. 




















For many years one of the leading 
breeding establishments in New Jersey, 
Bright View, in Columbus, has been rep¬ 
resented by 19 winners, including two 
stakes winners, so far this year. The other 
stakes winner is Alibi Stables’ D’Ac- 
cordress, who was sold at auction for a 
bargain $5,500. A 2-ycar-old filly by 
D'Accord, D’Accordress has won the 
Priscilla and Moccasin Stakes and placed 
second in the Astoria Breeders’ Cup-G3 
and third in the Sorority Stakes-G3, earn¬ 
ing $111,841. 

Comprised of 250 acres. Bright View 
has been in racing since 1963, and has 
been mainly a breeding operation since 
1976. Although Ms. Connelly breeds for 
the commercial market. Bright View has 
also campaigned a number of good run¬ 
ners, including Tank’s Number’s half-sis¬ 
ters Wistful and Luminaire, in addition to 
Just Smashing, Derby Hat, Bill Wheeler 
and Owens Troupe. 

Tank’s Number (Tank’s Prospect— 
Margaret’s Number by Native Charger), 
bred by Bright View in partnership with 
Eugene Klein, was sold for $62,000 at the 
1989 Keeneland November breeding 
stock sale.

■ Susan Dollinger achieved a remarkable 
sweep when her gray yearling filly by TV. 
Table—Mischief Night by Regal and 
Royal was named champion of the Thor¬ 
oughbred Breeders’ Association of New 
Jersey’s 41st annual showing of brood¬ 
mares, foals and yearlings. 

It was the second year in a row that Ms. 
Dollinger, owner of the Winner’s Circle 
in Oakhurst, has taken the grand champi¬ 
onship. Last year she won it with a full 
sister to the 1992 champion. In four of 
the five previous years, yearlings exhib¬ 
ited by Ms. Dollinger were named reserve 
champions. 

Dollinger s 1992 champion, named 
T.V. Elegance, was judged best of two 
colts and two fillies in the final elimina¬ 
tion round. Runner-up and reserve cham¬ 
pion was a colt by Pappa Riccio—Who’s 
Irish by Jacques Who, owned by John A. 
Reichey and bred by Reichey and Istvan 
Hanza. The other two finalists were a filly 
by Roo Art—Bright Bid by Bold Bidder, 
bred and owned by Sandra Van Kirk, and 
a chestnut colt bv Marine Patrol—La Bel- 


lezza by First Landing, bred and owned 
by Mr. and Mrs. Stefano Musso. 

The top-placed broodmare. Creme the 
Cat (Koluctoo Bay—^Theregoesthediet 
by Royal Chocolate) is owned by Dol¬ 
linger and Philip Tumminia. 

Serving as show judges were veter¬ 
inarian Dr. Philip Hunt, who judged the 
brcxxlmares and foals; and trainer Danny 
Perlsweig, yearlings. 

Pennsylvania 

A victory in the Breeders’ Cup Mile- 
G1 would be a fitting finale for 
champion Selkirk. But owner George 
Strawbridge is reportedly reluctant to ask 
his Pennsylvania-bred star, who has raced 
exclusively overseas, to face the tight 
turns at Gulfstream Park. 

After Selkirk’s latest triumph, the 
Group 2 Celebration Mile at Goodwocxl 
on August 29, it was announced that Sel¬ 
kirk (Sharpen Up-GB—Annie Edge-Ire 
by Nebbiolo) would enter stud next year 
at Lanwades Stud near Newmarket, Eng¬ 
land. He will be syndicated, but details 
were not available. 

Last year’s champion miler in Eng¬ 
land, Selkirk has maintained his strong 
form this year, adding the Juddmonte 
Lockinge Stakes-G2, the Celebration 
Mile, and a second in the Sussex Stakes- 
G1 to his list of achievements. His life¬ 
time earnings are $710,091. 


Selkirk’s last race in England was to be 
the Queen Elizabeth II Stakes at Ascot at 
the end of September. 

■ Marshall Jenney’s Derry Meeting 
Farm, of Cochranville, is represented by 
one of the top 2-year-old colts in England. 
Splendent (Shadeed—Sticky Habit-GB 
by Habitat) won the Group 2 Gimcrack 
Stakes at York on August 19, gaining his 
third victory in five starts. 

Sold in England last year for the U.S. 
equivalent of $244,884, Splendent is a 
half-brother to Aim for the Top (by Irish 
River-Fr), a stakes winner and group 
stakes-placed runner in England. 

A week before Splendent’s stakes 
score, Derry Meeting sold the colt’s year¬ 
ling half-sister (by Storm Cat) at Sar¬ 
atoga, getting $ 170,000. 

■ Thanks in part to the Storm Cat— 
Sticky Habit (GB) filly (purchased by 
Anthony Penfold, agent, she was the sev¬ 
enth highest-priced filly in the sale), Der¬ 
ry Meeting was the second leading con¬ 
signor, by gross amount, at Saratoga. 
Marshall Jenney’s long-prominent estab¬ 
lishment sold four yearlings for a total of 
$570,000. 

Two other Derry Meeting yearlings, 
bred in Pennsylvania, were listed among 
the top-priced offerings at Saratoga. 
Third highest priced colt, at $350,000, 
was by Topsider—Refill (GB) by Mill 
Reef, consigned by Derry Meeting, 
agent, and purchased by CLS Stables. A

Walnut Green also bought 
colts by Miswaki ($170,000) and Re¬ 
launch ($130,000). 

■ Imallkeyedup, a 3-ycar-old daughter of 
Maryland-based stallion Mokhieba, 
scored a dramatic upset in the August 2 
White Rose Stakes at Penn National. The 
strapping bay filly got up in the final 
stride to nose out even money favorite 
Sugar Nipper and record a $40.80 payoff 

Bred in Pennsylvania by Lilian 
Chance, and owned by Charles Carlin, 
Imallkeyedup, who is out of the On the 
Sly mare Every Wednesday, was getting 
her third career victory in 12 starts. She 
boosted her earnings to $45,943. 

■ Former Pennsylvania HBPA secretary/ 
treasurer Barbara (Bobbie) Bricker died 
August 12 in Canandaigua, N.Y., at age 
69. 


West Virginia 

P each Power became the first stakes 
winner for his sire, Swelegant, when 


he captured the Frank Gall Memorial 
Stakes at Charles Town on September 5. 
A 4-year-old gelding out of Calie Chablis 
by Champagne Charlie, Peach Power— 
who is bred, owned and trained by James 
A. Palmer—has logged five consecutive 
victories at Charles Town. 

Swelegant (L’Enjoleur—Strudel 
Dancer by Mito) stands at Ancient Oaks 
in Charles Town. 

■ Horsemen and track management are 
optimistic about an agreement to begin 
commingled simulcasting with out-of- 
state tracks on October 7. 

The new system, which will allow 
Charles Town patrons to bet on races else¬ 
where in the country, could generate sub¬ 
stantial additional income for purses. 
Horsemen and track officials will contin¬ 
ue to discuss off-track betting and a con¬ 
troversial proposal to bring video lottery 
terminals to the track. 

■ Donald (Buddy) Lord, 62, a partner in 
Charles Town Races Limited, owners of 
Charles Town race track, died September 
5 at his home near Martinsburg. 

■ Freshman sire Land of the Free (Jolly 
Johu—Rayob by Boyar) got his first win¬ 
ner when Patriot Fire scored by seven 
lengths at Charles Town on August 9. Out 
of Hasty Sybil by Kirby Lane, the 2-year- 
old gelding was bred in West Virginia by 
James Koski and Alice Sanchez. He came 


back to win an allowance race at Charles 
Town on August 23 for owner Clear View 
Farm. 

Land of the Free stands at Tackley 
Farm in Shenandoah Junction, W. Va. 

■ West Virginia’s Dale Baird is the first 
Thoroughbred trainer in North America 
to saddle 6,000 winners. Baird reached 
that milestone on August 13 at Moun¬ 
taineer Park when Irish Laser scored in a 
five and a half-furlong allowance race. 

Baird, 57, was given a watch, plaque 
and horseshoe wreath as family members 
and friends looked on. The Martinsville, 
III., native started training in 1960 and 
has plied his trade primarily at Moun¬ 
taineer Park and Charles Town. His stable 
of 90 to 100 horses is composed primarily 
of runners from the claiming ranks. “I run 
seven horses a day, 220 days a year,” he 
reportedly told the Associated Press. 

Horses trained by Baird, who saddled 
his first winner at Ellis Park on August 
18, 1961, have earned more than $9.5 
million. In 1988, he surpassed Jack Van 
Berg as the all-time leading trainer in 
number of winners. 

Maryiand 

L arry Littman’s big one got away. But 
the man who bred and sold Lil E. Tee 
for $2,000 did considerably better with 
the 1992 Kentucky Derby winner’s Mary¬ 
land-bred half-sister. With Charlton as 
agent, Littman sold his Imperial Falcon— 
Eileen’s Moment yearling filly for 
$95,000 at this year’s Saratoga sale. 

Foaled at Bonita Farm in Darlington, 
the Imperial Falcon filly, unlike her older 
brother, has always been an outstanding 
physical specimen. Mary Deppa, manager 
of the Pennington, N.J.-based Lil Stable, 
had high hopes of exhibiting the filly in 
the MHBA’s annual Yearling Show last 
June, but prudence dictated that the filly 
be scratched after Lil E. Tee won the Der- 
by. 

■ Howard and Sondra Bender, co-own- 
ers with Dr. R. A. Leonard of Glade Valley 
Farms near Frederick, have gone through 
a dry spell with their racing stable in the 
last few years. 

Now their luck seems to have turned 
with two good homebred stakes winners. 
Maryland Moon, a 3-year-old A1 Ma- 
moon colt, captured Laurel’s August 22 
Governor’s Cup less than three weeks af¬ 
ter their 2-year-old Secret Odds (by Se- 
creto) dominated his rivals in Laurel’s 
Rollicking Stakes. 

The Benders own 85 to 90 horses, on 
their own and in partnerships, including 
about 20 in training with Larry Murray. 
They have 20 yearlings on the farm, some

14 of whom are expected to campaign for 
them next year. 

■ Maryland-based owners and trainers 
will get some relief this month when legis¬ 
lation designed to curb the expense of 
workers’ compensation coverage for in¬ 
jured jockeys goes into effect. The annual 
fee each owner and trainer must pay to the 
Maryland Jockey Injury Compensation 
Fund more than doubled in 1992, from 
$70 to $150. The increase was attributed 


to claims made against the Fund for inju¬ 
ries sustained during training hours. Un¬ 
der the new system, riders injured during 
training hours are directed to file claims 
against their individual employers’ work¬ 
ers’ compensation policies, rather than 
the Fund. 

■ Maryland’s claiming rules have under¬ 
gone major changes. 

The length of time that a horse may 
not race out of state following a claim has 


been reduced from 90 to 60 days. A horse 
may leave Maryland to compete in a 
stakes race out of state prior to the expira¬ 
tion of this 60-day ‘‘jail time.” The pericxJ 
of time when a horse may not be sold 
following a claim has also been reduced, 
under certain circumstances. Horses who 
leave Maryland to compete out of state for 
a claiming price that makes them inelig¬ 
ible to return to Maryland may be sold at 
that time rather than the standard 60 days.

Bob Harding 

Bob Harding, a retired, award-win¬ 
ning sportswriter for the Newark (NJ.) 
Star-Ledger, died August 11 at age 60. 

He had lived in Baldwin, Md., after 
his retirement last year from the Star- 
Ledger, where he had worked since 
1965. 

Harding won an Eclipse award and 
the Haight award of the National Turf 
Writers Association. He was cited for 
his work by Churchill Downs and by 
the horsemen of Monmouth Park, who 
named him man of the year in 1990. 

Born in New York, Harding was a 
1953 graduate of Yale University. Sur¬ 
vivors include his wife, Frances Hard¬ 
ing, and three daughters. 

James Hruska 

James D. Qamie) Hruska, 55, a pro¬ 
fessional show rider and lifelong Mary¬ 
land horseman, died August 5. He was 
fatally injured in a fall from his ten- 
speed bicycle while in Lexington, Va., 
for a horse show. 

Born in Baltimore, Hruska began 
working for Hall of Fame steeplechase 
trainer D. Michael Smith wick at age 15. 
He graduated from Towson High 
School and attended Johns Hopkins 
University. 

Hruska trained and rode Virginia 
Duvall's 1960 timber horse of the year 
Valley Hart. He rode in numerous stee¬ 
plechase events, including the 1962 
Maryland Hunt Cup. 

In 1964, he rode horse of the year 
Bon Nouvel to a dramatic victory over 
brush at Saratoga, winning by 25 
lengths and setting a new course rec¬ 
ord. 

Hruska retired from steeplechase 
riding in 1968 and started boarding and 
training hunters and show horses at his 
farm on Irish Avenue in Monkton. In 
recent years, he showed in Eastern "A" 
circuit shows at Palm Beach (Fla.), Lake 
Placid (N.Y.), Lexington (Va.), Long Is¬ 
land (N.Y.) and Killington (Vt.). He had 


been riding professionally in the last 
few years for Lucille McCaffery and 
Anne Morton Wyman. For the last 11 
years, he conducted an annual three- 
day jumping clinic with former Olym¬ 
pic rider Kathy Kusner. 

In addition to being an accom¬ 
plished rider, Hruska was a dedicated 
bicyclist and runner who competed in a 
number of local triathlon competitions 
until a knee injury several years ago. 

He is survived by his mother, Helen 
Hruska, of Sparks; two brothers, Eric J. 
Hruska of Bristol, England, and Don¬ 
ald C. Hruska of Omak, Wash.; and a 
sister, Kathleen Hruska Nichol of Ot¬ 
tawa. 

Jack Sharp 

Asa C. (Jack) Sharp Jr., one of the 
founding fathers of the Howard County 
Hunt Club, died August 16 at age 85. 

A former Master and longtime presi¬ 
dent of the Howard County Club, 
Sharp had retired from the hunt field 
ten years ago. 

A native of Gary (now known as 
Glenwood), Md., Sharp was a lifelong 
horseman. 

He managed Weil and Scott Bros, 
automobile dealership in Baltimore for 
some 40 years, retiring at age 65, then 
for another ten years was a salesman 
and consultant for Western Motors. 

He is survived by a daughter, Susan 
Jane Sharp of Glenelg; two sons, Asa C. 
Sharp III of Akron, Ohio, and Jeffrey D. 
Sharp of Park ton; three sisters, New¬ 
man Earle of Catonsville; Vivian An¬ 
derson of West Friendship and Lucille 
Green of Baltimore; and one grand¬ 
child. 

Harry Shew 

Harry J. Shew, 45, proprietor of the 
Pimlico track kitchen, was killed in an 
automobile accident on August 9 near 
his home in Severna Park. 

Shew, who had operated the kitchen 
for about 15 years, also owned a used 
car business and a baseball card shop. 

He is survived by his wife, the for¬ 
mer Evelyn Katherine Baker; a son, 
Kenny John Shew, and daughter, Maria 
Michelle Shew, both of Severna Park; 
his parents, Joseph J. and Marie F. De- 
Flavis of Arnold; and his brother, John 
Woodrow Shew of Pasadena. 

J. Marshall Smith 

John Marshall Smith, a retired in¬ 
surance broker who for many years op¬ 


erated a small breeding establishment 
with his wife Linell Nash Smith, died of 
cancer August 17. He was 70. 

A native of New Haven, Conn., he 
grew up in Baltimore and attended 
Gilman School before joining the Army 
in 1942. During World War II, he served 
in an Army radar unit in the Pacific. 

After the War he worked for several 
years at the Calvert Bank founded by 
his grandfather William Carter Page.

She moved to Holly Beach Farm in 
1940 after marrying Labrot, who was 
president of the Atlantic Creosote 
Company. Labrot died in 1949.

■ "The Editor's Saddle-Bag" revealed 
that on succeeding weekends 
beginning in mid-August Humphrey 
S. Finney judged two-day horse 
shows in Berryville, Va., 

Connellsville. Pa., and Avon, N.Y. 

The latter came in the middle of the 
two-week long Maryland State Fair, 
for which Finney was superintendent 
of the horse breeders' show. 

■ In contemplating "Foxhunting's 
Future" in wartime, Priscilla Fuller 
proposed that the tradition be 
continued on a smaller scale, keeping 
expenses to a minimum. Although 
admitting that "soon (the fields) will 
be composed entirely of the old, the 
very young, and the ladies. . .it is up 
to those left behind to do their 
utmost to preserve the fine things of 
life."

■ Announcement was made that 
Merryland Farm, purchased in 1939 
by the late Danny Shea, had'been 
sold by his widow Betty to Mrs. 

Henry Obre, owner with her husband 
of Andor Farm in Monkton. 

■ The second annual Eastern Fall 


Yearling sale was judged "a 
whopping success from every angle," 
registering a 32 percent increase in 
average price over the inaugural 
session. "Fasig-Tipton Company 
pulled out all the stops in its effort to 
stage a first-rate sale and, as a result, 
Marylanders were treated to an 
auction which surpassed anything 
ever seen before at Timonium." 
Innovations included a popular buffet 
supper catered by H.M. Stevens 
Company; change of venue from the 
cavernous livestock building to airy 
tents imported from New York; and 
an American Totalisator bid board 
used only once previously, at 
Saratoga. (F-T president H.S. Finney 
was quick to point out, however, that 
the latter was not a first for Maryland. 
At the first Maryland Fall sale in 1938 
an experimental predecessor was 
introduced by AmTote president and 
MHBA director Henry L. Straus.) 

■ Monkton (Md.)-based steeplechase 
trainer D.M. (Mikey) Smithwick 
surpassed the $1 million mark in 
winnings, a feat duly noted as "at 
least fifty times harder than winning 
the same amount with a top-ranking 
stable of flat-race runners." (And 
perhaps 100 times more difficult than 
amassing the same earnings today.) 
Smithwick's latest victories had 
pushed him ahead of George H. 

(Pete) Bostwick, as the leading 
steeplechase trainer of all time.

■ His 2-year-old daughters Singing 
Susan and Gala Jubilee having made 
him the nation's leading juvenile sire 
of 1982, Rollicking led the general sire 
list in Maryland. Glade Valley Farms's 
Nancy M. Leonard, pictured on the 
cover along with her homebred 
stallion, announced that the horse's 
stud fee would be doubled to $20,000 
for the next season. 

■ Record gross receipts and a record 
average were recorded at the 
Maryland Sales Agency's selected fall 
yearling sale. The final tally—142 sold 
for a total of $2,004,900, averaging 
$14,119. 

■ Assert (Ire), due to arrive at 
Windfields Farm following his $25- 
million syndication, became the 
highest-priced horse ever syndicated 
for stud duty in Maryland.

Politics, investments and horses 


For Marylanders, there can be few industries of greater signif- 
icance and state pride than horses and boating. Unfortunately, both 
are suffering, as the number of marinas and breeding farms for sale 
will attest. 

Contrary to the presumptions of most politicians and media 
analysts, severe recessions and dramatic dislocations are not acts of 
God, but responses by the economy to correct prior manipulations. 
That such results are invariably unexpected, and usually not linked 
to the policies, merely proves the economic ignorance of political 
planners and their chroniclers. 

Manipulation of the economy can take countless forms, but 
relevant to these industries is the fact that interest and tax rates can, 
depending on the political motivation of the moment, direct invest¬ 
ment unduly toward spending and consumption (to the detriment 
of the future) or unduly toward long-term capital projects (to the 
detriment of the present). 

No one denies that this recession, and especially problems in 
the horse and boating industries, began and has continued under 
the leadership of George Bush and Ronald Reagan, both of whom 
sought openly to end the alleged abuses of tax shelters, which, in 
most cases, were nothing worse than high-risk ventures. 

Yet, according to The Sun, the political alternative. Governor 
Bill Clinton, would decrease capital gains taxes selectively: "only for 
long-term investment in job-producing businesses. As the Arkansas 
governor puts it, he doesn't believe people should get a tax break for 
buying yachts and race horses." 

Is it trite to point out that neither yachts nor race horses care 
about these issues? Only people care, and not so much the people 
who buy them, as the people who build, breed, feed, sell, service, 
shoe, ride, bet on, paint, rent, maintain, raise, feed, harbor, equip, 
race, train and/or charter them. 

The long-range solution for these and most other industries is a 
less politicized economy, in which investment decisions are based on 
factors other than politics. For many, the short-range attitude in this 
election is "a plague o' both your houses."
